with the blonde beauly of Katharine Florence,
givea to both the most favoruble clrcutnstancs
for their display.  Allison Skipworth s s blonde
now, although as the unidentifed charm of
"An Artist's Model,' her elfective lovks were
of a darker hue. Hut she is as placidly wmd

inmovably handsomo ns ever, nud seems not
pearly vo English us Miss Opp.  This cotwely
uartot of acirerscs does not include the only
htly ones In the Lyceum's new play, Helen
ncheth bas n givlishh attractiveness, and Nins
orgis I8 luxurinnt enough In deess and figure
to glve an especinl point tw hor remncks on the
dellghta of oating. Miss Lamison, who has
taken Miss Tf'n-e‘u port temporarily, sots with
dlrcrotion and nutherity, and wears her gowns
with distinetlon,  Grace Root has only to play
an Incldental role well, and she accomplishes
that with nuusual #kill.  =he is the companlon
to the Privcens, nuid shows that the charncter
ia n gentlowomnn reduced 1o the nocessity of
her iton,  This sho keevs continuously in
mind, and nover once docs a false touch de-
siroy the ]llmlmrllmm of the seenes in which she
appears. Indeed, tho frincesa In fortunate in
n seloction of her domestle assoclutes, and
er muld, as Evelyn Carter embodies hor, |s
as ac optabile a fgure in the brilliant episodes
of the play,
All the honors in tho acting of the now play
are not on the splodie side,  Edwerd Morgan's
e’ love makiug has n telling deptly of feel-
g and Intensity. Willinm Courtlelgh sacri-
fices the proprietivs to his profile when ho ap-
as n French diplomst with o cleanly
shaven face, SBuch a plenvimenon ls not often
zml. with, but good looks are universally un.
erstond, whoerens thoe manners of the French
aristocravy have o less gencral recognition.  Ie
nots with cuse, nnd the fow opisodes in which
ho figures gain force from his purticipation in
them. Mr., Hackett has always tho aitractive
noss of youth, and Felix Morrls nlays o chinr-
acter part with all of Lis excellonces and nono
of hin faults In view, He Hgures in a type of
the play's lghior phases. Iis wite is indif-
ferent to him, and, Indocd, unfaithrulness seets
y lmputed to her, The members of a party
that catue from the theatre for supper have one
one tuken their leave. Finully tho husband
d wife are left nlone,  He pours out a whis-

I'he womnn who hates to go 1o the thestre be-
c¢nuse It hurrlos her dinner; the old couplo who
ul the hgo of 60 and more are still In the honey-
iwion begun so many years hofore; the slight
whotoh of the ﬁum\t neh diplomat lving in
London, and the two or threo studles of English
kitibod are the more op lesd striking person-
niges thnt move throogh the serious and (nelden-
Ll HOgures of the play. And a diversely Intor:
exting, truthfully drawn and admirably select-
e lot they arc. Inthe mere matter of ita char-
aoter itudy, the second act, which haa little or ne
benring on the rest of the play, Is posaibly the
most interesting,

The clreus which {s housed now in Forty-
second streot conforins to the traditional idea of
s clrcus more closely than the usual clrous
which finds ita way to New York. Thero are
not the grandeur and bewlldermemt of the
three-ring affairs, but the quality of tho per
formance s good, and the clrcus atmosphers of
the kind that 1s learned In childhood s strong,
There are clowns, for instance, who talk quite
uy the first clowns one can remetmber did, while
the young ladies on hoiseback ride slowly
nround the ring trying not Lo look bored to
doath, and escaping it only as much as & peri-
odlc and mirthicss amile suddenly turned on
the spectators can help them to, There ia one
clown at Dorls's who describes himself as
Shakespearoan, and weets the spectators to
gucesing what that term can possibly refor to,
It Iy only when he comes to the end of his jokes

and repeata n long list of the names of Shake-
njﬁem‘- plnys that ther reallze what thero s
atiout bim to justify any mention of the great
post, One diffculty with a “permnnent’” clrous
lies In the fect that the prevalidog vaudevilie
exhibits nearly all of the performers who used
to bo chiefly aswocinted with the sawdust rhlr.
and all that the acrobats and tumblers can do
15 usually to be peen in the miusio halls, By that
means New York, without having a permancnt
oircus. usually has more of the fealures on
view which go 1o make up & clronus programme,
That slement is missing only in the riding, and
this is wisely made a particular feature of the
i'l'ullrllmllﬂ uptown. Thera (s so much u the
dew of the clreus appealing to nver;\!mdy that
Ihere secins no good reason why New York
stiould bave hnd to walt so long before rome
n:tempt was made to found one herc. Paris
has two clreoses Lhat are rarely Il ever closed,
and Berlin bhas two. One of them is guiie
pretentious, During s long period of ever
voar Vienna bas s permanont circus se well
Soms of the other huropean cities are never
bereft of the enjoyment that can be got out of
the ring. In o past weo have 0 RCCUE-
tomed Lo take our share of the eclrous inten-
slvely aud not uxum!rai{l. crowding It all into
o few brief woeks, but then it wus very liber-
wlly supplied, Quite the other *plan Is that of
the Forty-second street olrcus, which will dis-
tributo ihe pleasures over the whole yoar. Per-
wons who llke any elreus msﬁhl, to llke that one,
as it has many of the quall ‘:‘-x%hnt mauke them
riders among

popular. Thers are somo
the men and women, ns well as somo acrobats
who do their work with exportness and grace,
The place is well ventilated and comfortable.

Somwe of the actors to play in Beerbonm Treo's
forthcoming production of "Julius Cesar'' are
well known here. Mr, Tree s to play Brufus,
Frank MoLeay, who waa seen heore with Wilson
Darsott, will be tho Cassive and Lily Hanbury
is to act Calpurnia. Mre. Tree hus selected thn
small part of Brutus's page. The dolay In the
production of Blr Henry Irviog's new play,
“Peter the Great,” may make “Julluy Cmanr'
the first of the Lnportant winter performanoes
in London,

“The #Hoarlot Feather,” which was lately
glven with only falily successful results in Lon-
don, 4 taken from an old operetta of Lecoeq's
which had never been glven much outside of
France, One of the Americans who Lias been o
well-recelved feature of the cast of this play la
Thomus Seabrovke, who futroduced himaself to
Loundon audlences In this play, Helen Ber-
tram bas also been prajsed ?:f singing and act-
ing in_comle opera, where she supplanted Flor-
ence St, John. Itis meriously announced that
the new version of *The Grand Duchess' pro-
pured for London does not contain elther tho
second song or the famous “Say to him."

Eleanora Duse has not been recelved with the
sung favor that was shown to her In several
Italian towns before she went to Parls, Eomn
of the HMallan erities have complained that she
lins galned in art at the cost of her naturalncas
and now seeks to hide by artifielnlity the de-
cline in the loas of bur former inspiration,

Arthur Pinero's new comedy will bo given in
Landon at the beginning of January.

The Itallan actors are bighly popular in Ger:
muany to-day, Four differcnt companics will
ylﬁ' durlug the winter in Berlin,

Mmo. Héjano has boen wuccesaful enough in
Hussls to componeats for the luck of npprecla-
tion sle encountered In this country. Her
audiences (n St Petersburg were as large as
the theatre would bolu and she was honored by
the presence of the Czar and Czarine at several
perfurinances.

The population of Marsellles baa lately ro-
belled violently wgainst the withdrawal of 1he
subvention d annually to the principal the.

THE SBUNDAY EVENING CONOCERT.

Fel Flancon's Reappenrance a Triaomphal Ones
—& Large Audirnoe,

The programme of the fourth concert at the
Metropolitan Opers House las: night contained
some rather striking numbers, although as a
whole the quality was high, and the Inrge audi-
ence muat have felt, with the number of sncores
and  the charscter of tho artists—FPol
Plangon, Eugono Ysaye, and Raoul Pugno,
were Lhe principal oncs—ibat it had little oaune
to complain, Huoul Pugno played Mendelssohn's
concerto in © minor with great delicacy of
shading, with flue touch, and with an appre-
clation that lent = fresh charm 1o
the work. His other nurmber was Liszt's
eloventh rhapsody. 1lis success with the
audlence was remarkable, in view of the 1ittle
patlence which thess Hunday audlences have
for the pinno, Dut probably that came from
the fact that such artists as Bl Pugno have
never been offered to them belore,

Eugene Yeayae's numbers were Vieuxtempa's
“Fantasis Appasionata’ and compositlons by
Koss and Guiraud. He played superbly with

the spirit and fire of the artist, just as evident
I his work as the natural genius aof the musl-
vlan, Only In the opening phirases of the flest
number wius there to be notléed any of the can-
leonness which has occasionally marred hils
pinying this winter,

Pol Plangon made his resppesarance after an
abwence of six months, HMe was reveived with
the customuury enthusinm, which boe is certain 1o
arouse, even before he sings ** Lea Hamoeaux ™
or *The Two (ironadiem.”

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THOUGHYS OF WILLIAM OARROLL
WOUDWARD IN THE TOMBS.

Mis Convictlon an Insidions Blaw at Froedem
—Hevilings for Mis Judgr and Accosers—
Befiections Tuspired By t(ho Fate of His
Cempanions In  Crime — Mis  Bearing.

Willlamy Carroll Woodward, thie famous oard
shurper, who ls now in the Tomba awaiting sen-
tonce for attempting to Linckmafl a New York
man, continues to assert hin Innocence to svery
ono who oalla upon him. Woodward Is not so
propossomsing & man in Jnll as when he in pur-
suing his astonlahingly varled methods of earn-
ing n dishonest livellhood. 1t in the fashion in
the men's prison to wear neither coliar nor
nocktis,and ho has fallen in with the fashion,
Ho weara a closely eropped beard on the end of
hiaching with this, and his slightly prominent
eren, helooks very much like the thin type of
German saloonkeeper who is plotured in the
comio weekllea, Thia, It Is hardly necessary to
say, ia not the traditionally proper aspect for
ono who has chented hie fellow men on every
continent.

Never before has he been convicled of any of
the erimon of which he has been acoused by the
poliea of many lands. Claude Duval and the
classic scoundrels of the Middle Ages make a
menan and paltry showlng for nudacions Yillainy
when thelr idceds are compared with those of
Woodward, the ninetesnth century Amarican,
His art hnn been finer than thelrs. Whera they
hnd recourse to blndgeons and the show of pls-
tols, Woodward has relied on the deftness of his
fingers In bandline eards and exchanging pack-
ages; he has nsed the facial control of an actor
in simulating and conconling emotlons. Some
of his fents have suggested hypnotism, but he
Inughs at the Intimation that he possesses any-
thing of hypnotie power.

He eameo down the winding stalra from his eell
wi h the pecullar swinglng stride that is the
most marked characterlstic of the man, He
chnnges his face, his manners, and his mode of
npeech at will, Dut of the pecullar awing In
his walk he has nover rid himnelf. It is not the
strut of a braggart, but rather the confident,
cortnin swing of ono who despises his fel-
low men because all his life long be bas heen
ahle to fool Lhem to the uttermost. The blow of
his convietlon has knocked some of the off-
hand jauntiness out of him. In placeof tho sneer-
ing, almost open ridiculo with which ho has re
garded the law and the courts heretofore, there
hias come aver him a sullen deflance that Is very
nenr to suggesting fear. He has vot lost hia
nerve. He inasbrazen In his nssortions of In-
nocence and of contompt for his accusers as
over. He s not afrald of the law, he says, but
he I8 horrifled by the maladministration of it

“My father and my grandfather,” he sald
with angry indlgnation, ** fought and bled for
this country that lUberty might not perish from
tho earth, Now I am deprived of my liberty by
o jury of my peerson the avidence of an export
witness—there nre linrs, you know, and damned
liars, and expert witnesses—on the evidenco
of an expert witnesas, who, by tho very
fact of his employment, must manifestly have
been prejudiced sghinst me, Becauso he
thought, or suid he thought, that I had written
o coriain letter, 1 am to go to Sing Sing. 1 am
no angel, but I tell you honestly that I am ab-
solutely lnnocent of this thing. IiL cost my ec-
cusers $50,000 to get me hero, but some day,"”
nnd his volee grew s cold and stern as
thut of a Judge pronouncing sentence, “my
turn will come, I will take my place beside
the man who accuses me bofore that heavenly
court of Justice, where St, Peter la the keeper
and God Almichty is the Judge. There will be
Justlce without expert witneases—they will all
bein helll Why, think of It! Expert witnesses
are perwitted to do their miserable work under

n constitutionnl form of ‘mremtuent! Isn't fta
ridiculous farce t But it Is more Lhan ridiculous,
It l.bl.ln Jnsidiouns blow at the freedom of the
republle,

Voodward was very solemn; ho did not seem
to be luuking at his interviewer at all, but at a
point hinlf way throuch the prison walls, Whon
he spoke of 5t, Peter and the judgment soat,
there wus pot a trace of sanctimonious twang
in bis voice; it was rather ns if he were talking
to himsell withont earing whether any one else
took note of what he was saying, IL wasnolns
if be were striving to make an impression, but
as If his rellglous views foll T;lle incldantally
Into the general line of his talk, which was alto-

wother of the shameful injustice of hia
convietion, Ho was convicted, re-
membered, of manufacturing n  scandal

about o reputable citizen, in the hope
that the clitizen would rather pay him to keep
the scandnl guiet than ru to the palos of dis-
‘:r;o\'lnx It.  Mra. Steele, in “Un the Faco of the

aters,” in describing the methods of (he actor-
fakirs of India, "the many-feced men,"” tells
bhow these men, when assuming any partioulur
disguive, transformy themselves, not only out-
wanily, but mentally and spirfiually, into the
chnracters they would imitste. Inother words,
thoy mnke thomselves helleve, for the timo
bolng, in their own lhinpersonations, Just as &
Iittle boy, after telling the sume fih ten or fif-
Lren timos, comes to bolleve that Lo is tellin
the truth, Thelr extraordinary sucvons in fnot
fni poople, Mrs. Steelesays, they belleve to be
the result of the paychological Influence of thelir
own self-deception. When they are complotely
uticonscious of deceiving anybody, but are
simply Hyving oul a churacter they have as-
sumied, they awaken nosusplcion In those whom
thiy would deceive, Bo far os one can tell any-
thing at all about the Inner consclousness of
Willinm Curroll Woodward, e usvs the meth-
otls of the men of many fuces,
